Tokio, Dec. 3—A new international situation created to-day 
when the Brazilian consul here notified the Japanese Govern¬ 
ment of instructions received to suspend the granting of visas 
for Japanese emigrants intending to go to Brazil was alleviated 
somewhat to-night when the consul advised the Japanese 
Foreign Office that passports would be granted to emigrants now 
at Kobe ready to embark for Brazil.

A PRbPOSITION is oa foot la 
New York City to make It a 
crime to cr oee the atreet In the 
middle of the block and to confine 
crossings to the corners where 
traffic policemen are stationed. 

“If suoh regulations are adopted,” 
says Mr. Dow, secretary to Deputy 
Commissioner Collier, head of the 
Safety Bureau, “It will mean the 
saving of about two hundred lives 
a year, not to speak of the persona 
who will he saved from Injury. 

“Within the nine months of this 
year 361 persons lost their lives 
through being hit by motor vehicles. 
224 were jay walkers whs lest their 
lives not at crossings, and 14t at 
crossings, but of the latter a large 
majority were also Jay walkers.” 

Mr. Dow added that when the 
pnline have the power to restrain 
all Jny walking, the death toll can 
be halved. 

The danger to the person who 
crosses the street In the middle of 
the block is fifteen times greater 
than that involved In crossing at 
the corner. 

In order properly to protect the 
public It is not only necessary to 
subject the motor driver to law. 
but also the pedestrian. It Is be¬ 
coming mordfand more difficult to 
drive a motor through the public 
streets of a crowded city and the 
same authority which prevents 
walking on the railroad tracks 
should be exerted to prevent people 
from crossing the atreet in the mid¬ 
dle of the block. 

An ordinance of the crime in 
question should be passed by the 
Municipal Assembly or, if the city 
authorities will not do It, then by 
state legislation.
